DESCENDING PLANE 
HITS AUTO IN ROAD

SAN BERNARDINO, Cal., Jan. 
®1.—A collision between an eir- 
plane and an automobile caused by 
a blinding snowstorm, resulted in 
the plane being wrecked on the 
National Old Trails Highway near 
here late yesterday.

Mexican Suffers Broken 
Nose in Struggle With 
Thieves—Inquest Verdict 
Is Justifiable Homicide. 


A Coroner’s verdict of justifiable 
homicide was returned today in the 
case of two ex-convicts who broke 
into the Catholic Church of the 
Annunciation, Sixth and La Salle 
streets, early yesterday, and were 
stabbed to death in a hand-to-hand 
struggle with the Mexican janitor 
Clembnte Moreno, who caught them 
stealing the gold altar vessels. 

The burglars were identified as 
Charles Evans, 50 years old, 1508 
Market street, and Walter Noonan, 
21, 1414 Sulphur avenue. 

Moreno, who is 48, and has been 
employed five years at the church, 
which has many Mexican parish- 
foners, sleeps in a room adjoining 
the sacristy at the rear of the 
church. He suffered a fractured 
nose and bruises of the head and 
body. 

Account of the Killings. 


Appearing at the inquest with his 
face bandaged, Moreno refrained 
from testifying, on advice of the 
Coroner. However, his account of 
the killings. as told to an inter- 
preter and police, was related by 
them as follows: a 

Moreno was. awakened at 1 
o’clock by noises in the church. 
Armed with a hunting knife, and 
clad in his underwear, he walked 
out into the sanctuary and sur- 
prised the two intruders. They 
had forcibly entered through a 
side door, had ransacked a sacristy 
closet where vestments were kept, 
and had broken open the altar tab- 
ernacie. After scattering com- 
munion wafers on the floor, they 
were preparing to depart with the 
gold chalice and ciborium,) leaving 
an automobile jack handle and a 
tire tool on the altar steps. 

As Moreno advanced on the two 
men, intending to take them pris- 
oner, one drew an open pocket- 
knife and lunged at the janitor. 
While Moreno and the man locked 
arms, the second man pounded 
Moreno on the back with his fists. 
Moreno succeeded in disarming his 
hdversary and put both men to 
flight. They fled through the 
opened sacristy door into a court- 
yard dropping their loot. 
' Awakened by the clamor, Mrs. 
Mary Mullally, mother of the pas- 
tor, the Rev. William Mullally, and 
Hmelia Rincon, a Mexican maid, 
from a window of the adjoining 
rectory, saw the deadly struggie 
‘renewed. The two burglars turned 
on the tanitor and tried to down 
him. There was an exultant cry, 
‘I've got him.” followed by an 
mronized groan, “He's using a 
knife.” 

Felicd Both Men. 

The janitor slashed at the other 
man unti! both fell to the ground 
and were unable to regajn their 
fect Then he called to the maid 
to summon police. He returned to 
his room and was dressing when 
police arrived. 

Evans died in an ambulance on 


theway to city hospital. He had 
been stabbed nine times in the 
chest, back and face. Noonan, 
stabbed twice in the chest and 
back, died half an hour after 


reaching the hospital. 

Police records show Evans and 
Noonan had been arrested several 
times for investigation and each 
had served a term in Leavenworth 
penitentiary for narcotic law viola- 
tions.

Presidential Power—Rul- | 


ing Will Affect Muscle. 


Shoals Legislation.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21. — The 
Supreme Court today consented to 
pass on the validity of pocket ve- 
toes by the President. 


Although the question reached 
the Court in a case brought by the 
Okanogan, Colville and other In- 
dians in Washington State, it is 


iconsidered to be of importance also 


in determining the status of Muscle 
Shoals legislation, which President 
Coolidge failed to sign after Con- 
gress adjourned its last session. 

The Indian case involved claims 
in excess of $2,000,000. They sued 
in the Court of Claims on the 
theory that a bill authorizing the 
suit which reached President Cool- 
idge June 24, eight days before the 
end of the session, had become a 
law, 

President Coolidge neither signed 
nor vetoed the measure, adopting 
he same attitude later toward the 
bill for Government operation of 
Muscle Shoals. The Court of 
Claims held the Indian act had not 
become the law without the Presi- 
dent’s approval. 

The Constitution provides that 
“if a bill shall not be returned by 
the President within 10 days (Sun- 
day excepted) after it shall have 
been presented to him, the same 
shall be a law, in like manner as if 
he had signed it, unless Congress 
by their adjournment prevents its

University students in Graham Me- 
morial chapel yesterday afternoon. 

Dr. Palmer, pastor of the 
Congyegational Church 
Park, is one of the foremost of the 
advanced schoo! of preachers.

The 
Negro and the Hindu, the Chi- 
nese, Japanese, Russian and Mex- 
ican are all my beloved chil- 
dren. 

Il.—Thou shalt not measure a 
city’s greatness by its popula- 
tion or its bank clearings alone, 
but also by its low infant mor- 
tality, its homes, playgrounds, 
libraries, schools and hospitals 
and its low record for bootleg- 


ging, prostitution, robbery and 
murder. 
11J.—Thou shalt not forget

I1V.—Thou shalt remember thine 
own sins and build no prisons 
for revenge and punishment but 
make thy courts clinics for the 
soul and thy jails hospitals for 
mora! diseases. 

V.—Thou shalt remember that 
the end-product of industry is 
not goods or dividends but the 
kind of men and women whose 
lives are molded by that industry. 

V1I.—Thou shalt press on from 
political democracy toward in- 
dustrial democracy, remembering

Can It Be Done? 
GW ORLEANS has just fin- 
shed a racing experiment 

and not happily for the manage- 

ment, The Louisiana Jockey 
Club, two years ago, under un- 


usually prosperous conditions, 
reduced the “take’’ to about 6 
per cent. That proved too low 


and it was advanced, this time to 
8 per cent. 

This season the percentage has 
again proved inadequate, as 
losses during the early season 
have shown. Paying $1200 purses 


out of a minimum ‘“‘take out” 
proved too big a bite. Now the 
“cut” is back to 10 per cent, 
which is the normal for pari- 
mutuels in this country. 

So long as this is the maxi- 
mum without “breakage,” it is 


not unreasonable, considering the 
expense to which horse tracks 
are put. 

Ten per cent, however, seems 
too large a percentage to grant 
the promoters of dog _ tracks, 
Which annually triple and quad- 
ruple the _ original investment 
with 60 days of racing, we are 
told, 


The question arises as to the 
racing situation in Illinois where 
the law limits the “take out” to 
642 per cent, with “breakage” 
to the penny. This limit has ob- 
tained since the law went 
into force. In view of the New 
Orleans failure one wonders how 
it is that raeing prospers in IIli- 
nois at a much lower take out. 
Nearly all the MTlinois tracks 
make money, but if the New Or- 
leans experience becomes gen- 
eral, the per cent law will 
do more close up racing in
